B. Subject is married to a Gerfcian widow, who appears to 

be of about Subject ' 3 age, and has a step^eon and daughter. In 
I960 the step-son was reportedly a student 'bb an unspecified Ger- 
man University. The step-daughter is reportedly the wife of the 
son of the famed Morrocan Riff leader, Abd-alAXarim and resides in 
Cairo. \ 

C. In I960 Subject lived In a house wh\ch rented for 
$275.00 per month (although high, this price was not and is not 
considered exorbitant rent for acceptable Europe anxstyle housing 
in Khartoum), and to having expenses averaging approximately 
$900,00 per month. As of the date of this dispatc h. ^Subject is _ 
widely known in Khartoum and generally considered by all to be an 
officer of the West German" IS. His closest assc^tjrtrtbns are wi"th-o>v 
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high-ranking police officers, several of whom have few or no 
European associates other than those with whom they have liaison 
dealings. Subject is also very dose to the present Minister of 
Contmeroe, Industry and Supply, Major General Maqbul al-Arain al-HaJ 
who formerly held the post of Minister of Interior. Subject 
reportedly accompanied General Maqbul, when he was still Minister 
of Interior, on a trip to Muniob in late 1961 or early 1962. The 
purpose of Maqbul ' s trip was to oheok on the progress several 
Sudanese policemen then studying in Munich, TJpon his return. Subject 
is reported to have said that he was responsible for escorting Maqbul 
in Munich and for arranging his itinerary, 

D. In June 1962 Subject was instrumental in arranging 
for the sale to the GOS of 600,000 Sudanese pounds worth of com- 
munications equipment. The German firm of Standard Electrik, 

Lorenz of Stuttgart supplied the equipment. Subject is reliably 
reported to have received a commission of DM Ul,700 for his efforts 
in this transaction. 

2. The following may not be passed to ACSIt 

Subject has been seen in the company of QPSNAG/3 (liaison) 
and several of his subordinates. None of these men, but parti- 
cularly QPSNAG/3, have any European friends who are not in some 
official liaison with them. In conjunction with the various other 
factors which indicate Subject's IS connections, this fact virtually 
convinces^ Athat Subject is indeed West German IS. That

Just not enough technical operffCTons conducted by the Sudanese to 
warrant such an adviser. It appears more likely that Subject acts 
in a liaison capacity with the Sudanese, arranging for training, 
both straight police and intelligence type, and performing other 
normal liaison functions.
